mise or arbitration of the steel strike 
was flatly spurned by Judge E.

Gary before the senate labor commit- 
tee today. 


"I can't taik about compromise or 


arbitration at the present time," Gary 
declared, "much as I regret it" 


Delay in the settlement of the steel 


strike might result if the senate la- 
bor committee carries out its inten- 
tion of vsiting 
the 
steel 
district, 


Judge E. H. Gary declared when he 
resumed his testimony 
before 
the 


committee today. 


Strikers misunderstand the purpose 


of the strike, Gary said. 


He urged an extended investigation 


by members of the committee instead 
Of a hurried two day trip. 


Some senators feared that Gary's 


stand against dealing with organized 
labor -would stiffen the ranks of the 
strikers and make a settlement more 
difficult. 


Chairman Kenyon hoped today to 


disclose correspondence between Mr. 
Gary and President Wilson m which 
Gary vas asked to meet the 
strike 


leaders. 
Gary refused to divulge it 


to the committee without the presi- 
dent's consent and when Kenyon first

night but his condition is not at all 
good this morning." 


Dr. Grayson has called in consulta- 


tion Dr. F. X. Dercun, of Philadelphia, 
a nervs specialist. 
Later; he may call 


Dr. George De Schweimitz, 
an 
eye 


specialist, also of Philadelphia. 


The pres.dent is in a highly nervou" 


condition, it was stated, 
altho 
no 


alarming symptoms have developed 
His friends and physician have great 
difficulty in keeping him away from 
his work. 


Dr Grayson has also been in confer- 


ence with Dr E R StittandDr Denii<; 
both of tho navy, it was learned 
Dr. 


Grayson emphasized that he was call- 
ing in assistance as a precaut.onary 
measure and as a help to him. His 
treatment of the president requires 
more time than one man is able to 
give, it was stated. 


In treating oases of this character 


it was pointed out, the condition of 
the patient may vary from 
rla-y to 


day without effecting 
the 
general 


progress toward recovery. 


The president's present symptoms 


are such as to lead Dr. Grayson to re 
licve he is well on the road to recov- 
ery, in spito of the fact that his con- 
dition this morning is not so good as 
it has been, it was made plain at the 
white house.

C. A. Lamberson, w*ho recently re- 


turned from a trip to the Texas oil 
fields, was interviewed by a Tribune 
and Times-Age representative Thurs- 
day concerning the oil situation, in 
view of the fact that a number of Co- 
shocton people are investing m com- 
panies which are drilling extensively 
in the northern part of Texas. Mr. 
Lamberson gave out the 
following 


statement as an authentic report of 
what he saw during his two weeks' 
sojourn in the vicinity of Wichita Falls 
and the territory along the Oklahoma 
border: 


"The Texas Northwest 
Extension 


oil field is one of tbe largest and most 
extensive oil pools ever discovered 
and is unbelievable until one is on 
the ground and sees for himself the 
wonderful gushing wells. The trip is 
exceedingly tedious and tiresome, but 
the sights certainly compensate one 
for all this. 


"The pool already is proven to be 


seven miles long by four and one halt 
miles wide and no one can estimate 
where the pool will end.

ducing territory in the whole United 
States.
